CHRISTCHURCH, New Zealand, Feb. 14.— 
"While awaiting the ship in February cold

ed that the winter would have to be 
feed and that it would be necessary to pre- 
pete provisions for the winter, few seals were 
tote geen. By March 20 the igloo, although 
wisished, afforded fairly comfortable shel- 
ter. 

Construction of Igloo. 

“The igloo waa constructed by digging a 
dp trench and with ice axes cutting out a 
der at the end of this measuring thir- 
ten by nine feet. The trench was after- 
wards roofed in with sealskine and. snow, 
forminge long passage. Doors were formed 
by Sacks, and by having three of these the 
perty Were able to keep the temperature in 
the Ming room above zero. 

“The igloo afforded shelter just in time, for 
Levick’'s tent had collapeed in a terrific gale 
m the 19th, three of the poles breaking and 

“After lying under the ruins all day Le- | 
Mes party made their way to Campbell's 
about a mile away. Arriving there in 
afrostbitten and exhausted condition, they 
were revived by hoosh and slept that night 
two in a sleeping bag, a most comforteble 
experience. 

Party Faces Starvation. 

“By the time winter had set in, in spite 
of killing everything seen, only sixteen seals 
end eight adelie penguins had been obtained. 
The ration, which hed previously consisted 
or wo pannikins of seal hoosh and one bis- 
cull a man a day, hed to be cut down to halt 
that amount, and, not having any salt, the 
food had always to be cooked in salt water. 

“Beaweed was sometimes used as a ration, 
but members of the party could never get 
wed to this. 

“One lucky find was thirty-six fish in the 
Momach of a seal, which, fried in blubber, 
proved excellent. Until the middie of July, 
when three more seals were captured, mem- 
bers of the party were always hungry. 


Nearly Smother in Igloo. 

For cooking and lighting purposes a blub- 
ber stove and lamp were constructed, the fuel 
for the stove being old seal bones and biubber. 
Lamps were simply old tins filled with melted 
blubber with rope yarne for wicks. 

On two occasions tn blizzards the ventila- 
tion got blocked with snow and all the men 
were almost asphyxiated. The lamps and 
Stove refused to burn until a passage was 
dug out. 

“Of luxuries there was enough suger to 
give each man twelve lumps every Sunday 
and one stick of chocolate «very Saturday. 
Half a pannikin of tea was served on Sunday, 
the tea leaves being reboiled for Monday 
amd then kept for smoking, the tobacco ha- 
ing run out. 

“One-half pannfkin of cocoa wos served on 
the remaining five nights of the week. 


Enjoy Beading and Lectures. 

“Recreations consisted mainly of lectures 
and the reading aloud of our two booke— 
David Copperfield’ and The Life of Ste- 
venson.’ 

“Concerts were given every Saturday night 
and Swedish exercises were compulsory dur- 
Ing the latter part of the winter. Divine 
services were held every Sunday evening. 

“The party suffered acutely from enteritis.

South Norwalk, Conn.. Feb. 14—(Gpecial.] 
—Edlson is placed in the passé class and 
eating and drinking are taken from the lux- 
ury lit and placed with the commonpiece 
through a wonderful invention made public 
today by George, Hadley of this place. 

The invention is a gustograph, which re- 
produces on a phonogrephic record all the 
gastronomical sensations and resultsby sim- 
ply affixing the gastronomical transmitter to 
the palate and starting the record. 

The gustograph, according to the inventor, 
will reproduce the most ample banquet, from 
soup to nuts, on a single record, and the meal 
can be eaten a thousand times over, while 
in a similar way a “ souse” can be repro- 
duced and enjoyed at will without a frac- 
tional part of the original cost. 

The data of the gustograph have not been 
made public as yet; but Mr. Hadley states 
the sensation recorder ig affixed to the palate 
and an electric wire transmits all the sensa- 
tions to the delicate cylinder on which ‘hey 
are recorded, the same as on phonographs. 
A thousand records can be made from one, 
while the senges that are most affected are 
merely imagination.

The man hunt lasted from 1 o'clock 
in the efternoon until 4:30, when the young 
terrer was beaten into submission after he 
had fallen from exhaustion in the areaway 
of a building at #47 Prairie avenue. 


Maintains Dime Novel Reputation. 

Webb maintained fis dime novel repute- 
tion to the minute he was locked up at cen- 
tral. It began when he embarked in the 
business of robbery by wey of automobdile. 
It reached a climax on Jan. 30 with the 
murder of Detective Peter Hart, who had 
captured him in à flat at 1617 Wabash ave-

his —— — friends in the stock 
yards district, wearing (alee whiskers and an 
amasing array of guns, courting’ girls, and 
writing mocking letters to the police. 
Webb Makes Statement. 

When questioned last night Webb made tne 
following statement. 

Why you can take it from me, if any 
one killed Hart it was that dego, Mike 
Cassella [owner of the flat in which Hart 
was killed]. He was always talking 
black hand stuff when I was with him. 

It was the day before Hart was shot 
that I got out of town, and I didn’t come 
back until Sunday night. A rich friend 
of mine gave we $50 to get out of town 
and I got. 

It wae in St. Louis I read about the mur- 
der of Hart. I knew Hart. He was a 
good fellow. 

I went down to Alabama and stayed 
there for a while. Then when I was going 
broke I went over to the territory (Okla- 
boma) and sold booge to the Indians. 
There was good money in that, and I 
saved up enough to bring me back to 
Decatur, Ul. I got there last week—still 
busted. That night I slept in the Deca- 
tur jail, Kind of funny, eh? 

Well, I pulled out the next morning and 
beat my way up to Chicago. I pulled in 
here Sunday night and went to my friend 
and got some more mosey. Then I gota 
shave in a shop on Jackson boulevard— 
gave the barber a quarter, too—cleaned 
up and went to the Great Northern hip- 
podrome Monday night. I can tell you 
just what the show was if you don’t de- 
eve me. 

Well, I stuck around the south side, and, 
say, chief, I want to tell you another little 
trick. I went into a laundry to get my 
clothes, and a big bull in full uniform 
tralled me in.

Courtney Enters Into Chase. 

Webb started east through another areaway 
with O'Connor after him, and this is where 
Patrolman Patrick E. Courtney of the bir- 
tieth street station entered the story, accora- 
ing to O’Connor.

Patrol Chases Bandit and Police. 
They had been gone but a few seconds when 


the patrol wagon arrived on the scene from 


the Fiftieth street station, Lieut. John L. 
Hogan and Wagon Officer John J. Dunning 
in charge and Patrolman Bernard Morley 
aboard. 

Without waiting to learn the details of the 
capture, the wagon started at breakneck 
speed down Indiana avenue to overtake the 
car, and caught up with it at Thirty-ninth 


street. Lieut. Hogan got on the car and was 


told by Detectives O'Connor and Egan they 


had made the capture and were going to take 


their prisoner down to Central station. 


Hogan then withdrew and took his wagon 


back to the station, leaving the disappointed 
force of patrolmen and detectives from the 
Fiftieth street station standing about thecor- 
ner of FPorty-fifth street and Indiana avenue 
telling how it was all done.

“They began to argue, and the un‘formed 
policeman had Webb's pistol in hishané He 
wanted the detective to take Webb to the 
Fiftieth street station, but the detective and 
his partner would not doit. They said that 
Webb was their prisoner, and they crgued 
some more. 

Then the policeman said, ‘ Well, we can’t 
afford to argue about this and give him an- 
other chance to getaway. We will take him 
to some safe place and be sure of him this 
time. We can't afford to act foolish. Come 
on and get away from this crowd.’ 

Then Webb pointed to the first detective 
and said! That's the man who caught me, 
and God knows he chased me far enough.’ 
“Webb and the detective were out of 
breath. Neither could hardly walk. They 
leaned up against the house for several min- 
utes.

Boy Eyewitnesses’ Version. 
Rollin Calkins, who is 16 years old and 
lives at 4528 Prairie avenue, said he saw 
O'Connor spring on Webb just as the bandis 
stumbied. He heard the shots and ran inte 
the yard. 

“TI saw Webb fall and the detective was 
about five feet behind him,” he said. “The 
detective jumped on him and searched his 
hip pockets. Just then a uniformed po- 
liceman ran into the yard and put his pistol 
to Webb's head. He said, ‘Don’t move or 
In blow your head off.’ ”’ 

Wll'am Springer, who is 15 years old and 
lives at 4517 Prairie avenue, also saw the 
capture. He said:

I saw Webb fire a pisto! right at O’Connor’s 
head aud then he stumbied. When he stum- 
bled tue detective jumped on him. Then

Webb Questioned by Police. 
Webb had lost some of his jauntiness when 
he faced the police officials at the detective 
bureau.

Dispute Over the Spoils. 


Webb's actual capture soon became a sec- 
ondary matter in the discussion over the 
spoils. All south side policemen were more 
intrested in the allegation that Fiftieth 
street station had been robbed of the biggest 
bit of glory that had fallen to the lot of a 
member of the police force for months. Pa- 
trolman Patrick Courtney had captured 
alive the notorious, much sought auto bandit 
and the prisoner had been snatched out of his 
hands—actually kidnaped—by “a couple of 
wise ‘dicks’ from downtown.” It was too 
enraging to believe. 

Lieut. Hogan took Courtney up to his pri- 
vate office above the station, and, with no 
one else in the rcom except Patrolman Dun- 
ning and Morley, who had been in the patrol 
wagon, Detectives Ryan and Lander, who 
say they started the chase, and a Taru 
reporter who followed Webb in the run from 
Michigan avenue, asked Courtney as to the 
details of the iast few seconds. 

“Did you shoot Webb?’ the lieutenant

Capt. Lavin’s Statement. 

Capt, Lavin at the Hyde Park station in tne 
evening insisted the men in his command te- 
served the primary credit for the capture ot 
Webb, and the individual glory he gave to 
Patrolman Courtney of the Fiftieth street 
station. 

„We have had a more or legs distinct line 
on Webb ever since the day he murderea 
Hart.“ said the captain. We learned that 
immediately after the murder he went to 
Mobile and was in that vicinity until about 
a week ago, when we got word he had turned 
back to Chicago. 

“Through intercepting a telephone mes- 
sage from him this morning we learned ne 
was in the vicinity of Fifty-fourth street and 

@entworth avenue We had reason to 
think he was still there at 3 o'clock. During 
the whole of the day we had ten or twelve ot 
the Hyde Park men scattered through the 
region from Forty-third to Fifty-fifth street, 
west of State. 

We knew that at 4 o'clock he was in Rus 
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sell’s saloon in State street at Forty-fourtn. 
He left there and ran the short distance to 
4647 Prairie avenue, and dodged in the court- 
way between two buildings, pursued from 
Indiana avenue by Policeman Patrick J. 
Courtney, one of our uniformed men. They 
exchanged shots Webb fired Great. Both 
shots went wild. 


Webb Seized by Courtney. 

Courtney closed in on Webb and grabbed 
him by the collar. Webb dropped his gun. 
and Courtney seized it. We knew that Wedd 
shot only once, for there were Your unex 
ploded cartridges in his revolver wien 
Courtney brought to the Hyde Park station 

“ While Courtney was dragging Webb out 
of the courtway, Jeremiah Griffin, another 
uniformed man from the Fiftieth street ta- 
tion, ran to his assistance, and together (rey 
took Webb te the patrol box. At this time 
Detectives O'Connor and Egan, from Central, 
arrived on the scene, and a dispute arose as 
to whose prisoner Webb was. 

„O'Connor and Egan insisted he wes 
theirs, and that they being detectives were 
superior Officers to patrolmen. While Court- 
ney was getting word to our station came 
for a wagon, O'Connor and Egan took Te 
prisoner away from Griffin, put him on en in- 
diana avenue car, and started downtowa 
with him.“ 


Captors of “Clown” Conway. 

Both O Connor and Egan have good records 
since joining the department six years ago. 
Egan, his wife, and two daughters live at 
5638 Throop street. He is the son of Lieut. 
John E. Egan of the New City station, and 
his brother, Daniel, is a detective at the En- 
glewood station. 

O Connor lives at 8346 South Union avenue. 
He is married and has one child. 

These two detectives wee the men. who 
arrested WilHMam Channell, the chauffeur of 
what probably was Chicago's first automobile 
bandit crew, after the shooting of Mrs. Hat-

street, on the night of Dec, 2, 1911. 

The two men, also after a chase, captured 
Charles Newton Cramer, alias Conway, and 
his wife, Lilllan Ryall Conway, at Lime. U. 
after it is charged Cramer had murderet 
Miss Sophia Singer at 8229 Indiana avenue. 
Another of their captures was Arthur Reich. 
who admitted he was the man who shot and 
killed Policeman Charles M. Jones in a barn 
at Webanesia avenue and Girard street. 

The detective work of the two connected 
Caithas C. Dillon of Evanston with the mut- 
der of Miss Minnie Quinn, who was Kited 
in a bungalow at Los Angeles, Cal. One of 
their latest arrests was that of Clyde Strat- 
ton, known as the college burglar, and 
Frank Williams. They were wanted for 8 
number of safe biowings.

Story of the Auto Bandits. 
The Perry gang started operations early in 
November. According to the story James 
Perry told, his firat job“ was on Assistant 


State's Attorney Marvin Barnhart, the night 
of Nov. 7, as the prosecutor was entering his 
residence at 521 Surf street. That netted 
only.a watch, a meal ticket. and $3, and was 
not particularly encouraging. 

But with the acquisition of an automobile 
the gang started im earnest, concentrating 
chiefly on small outlying jewelry stores and 
delicatessen shops. The speed with which 


they worked was indicated by Perry’s decia- , 


ration that they made five “stickups” within 
twenty-five minutes, covering a range of 
about two miles along the Scuth Side L.“ 
with the police always one lap behind. 

Action in the delicatessen shops was sim- 
ple. Two or three of the men would enter, 
intimidate the owners with weapons, and 
help themselves to the contents of the cash 
drawers. Then they would run to the car 
and escape. 


Bricks Thrown Through Windows. 

In the jewelry robberies the plan was to 
send a pair ahead on foot. One threw 3 
padded brick through the show window. 
The other grabbed à couple of trays, and both 
hustled to the curb, to which the moving car 
had drawn up. 

The daylight kidnaping of a cashier carry- 
ing $29,000 in checks and currency from Six- 
teenth street, at the First Regiment armory 


| and 150 feet from Michigan avenue, with its 


steady streams of traffic, was so farcical that 
Chief McWeeny recognized at length some- 
thing must be dome to stop the outrages. 
His issues of daily orders, warnings, and 
pleadings to his force began. 

The holdups continued. They increased. 
And when Wed finally was caught he found 
little difficulty in walking out of the police 
elutches. Four times in January he was 4 
prisoner and four times he escaped. 

On Jan. 3 Patrolman Sticken of Central 
detail corralled Webb and hfs comrades after 
the efternoon burglary of a north side jew- 
elry shop and a battle with pursuing police- 
men. He rode with them in their automobile 
across the loop, and then, tiring of him, the 
bandits rapped him on the head, kicked h.m 
into the street, and shot and wounded him, 
Perry confessed this. 


Ducked Under Policemen’s Arms. 

Later two detectives raided the gunmen’s 
„ hangout” at 4807 Wabash avenue and cap- 
tured Perry and McEriane. Webb was there. 
He ducked under the policemen’s arms and 
ran down the stairs. 

Four days later Webb was arrested with 
Frank Madia, the accused “fence,” for 
speeding. They were taken to the police sta- 
tion and allowed to go. It was less than 
forty-eight hours afterward—on Jan. 20—that 
Hart made his fatal trip to the Cassella flat, 
at 1617 Wabash avenue, cornered Webb 
alone, and then made the disastrous blunder 
of laying down his own revolver. 

There were plenty of other detectives down- 
stairs, and in his flight across the roofs Webb 
went only a few feet over thelr heads to 
safety.

Grocers Say Manufacturers Scheme to 
Lift Profits. 


Yeast has exercised its privilege of rising 
dy going up in price . 

A cake of Flelachmann’s yeast, which for- 
merly gold for 1 cent, has doubled in size and 
-In price. The mich square (hat could be 
bought for a penny is no longer made. The 
housewife now m buy the inch cube for 2 
cents. whether she has need of 2 cents’ worth 
of yeast or not. The small consumers yeast 
bill will increase from 3 cents to 5 cents a 
week. The manufacturers of yeast, how- 
ever, will double their sales with every pur- 
chase. 

The advance in the price, grocers say, is a 
move of the producere to sell twice the 
amount of yeast with a big gain in profits, as 
little more labor is required to put the lerger 
cake on the market. 

At Fleischmann’s plant an entirely differ- 
ent reason for the advance in price was 
given. 

“ Every one buys two cakes of yeast any- 
how,” sald a representative of the company. 
The larger size came as a demand from 
the grocers because it can be more easily 
hanfled. There were thirty-six cakes to a 
pound of the smaller size, when now there 
are eighteen with the larger size.”’

“I do this with great reluctance. The bill 
contains many valuable amendments to the 
present tmmigration law, which will insure 
greater certainty in excluding undesirable 
immigrants: The bill received strong sup- 
port in both houses, and was recommended 
by an able commission after an extended 
investigation and carefully drawn conclu- 
sions. 

“ But I cannot make up my mind to signa 
din which in its chief provision violates a 
principle that was in my opinion to de upheld 
5 9 — with our immigration. I refer to 
the literacy test. For the reasons stated 
Secretary Nagei's letter to me I — ed

Nagel Disapproves Test. 

Secretary Nagel said the literacy test wae 
defended as a practical measure to exclude a 
large proportion of undesirable immigrante 
from certain countries, the final Purpose 
being to reduce the quantity of cheap labor 
in the United States. He added: 

No doubt the law would exclude a consid- 
erable percentage of immigration from south- 
ern Italy, among the Poles, the Mexicans, 
and the Greeks. This exclusion would em- 
brace probably in large part undesirable but 
also a great many desirable people, and the 
embarrassment, expenses, and distress to 
those who seek to enter would be out of all 
proportion to any good that can possibly be 
promised for this measure.

PHYSICIANS’ JOURNAL ATTACKS 
CHICAGO MEDICAL COLLEGES. 


Only Three in City or in Whole State 
Worthy of Patronage, Is Purport of 
Article. 


Another attack on Chicago's “ low grade 
medical schools is contained in the current 
issue of the journal of the American Medical 
association. 

The rapid progress made in the develop- 
ment of medical colleges in other parts of the 
country has brought out in strong contrast 
the great need for improvements in Illinois, 
which means Chicago,, says the Journal. 
At present there are only three medical col- 


leges which are.a credit to the state of IIli- 


nois or to the city. Two of these, the North- 
western university medical school, and Rush 
Medical college (the University of Chicago) 
have kept pace with modern improvements 
and are in the highest rank. The College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, although at pres- 
ent second class, has become 
part University of Iuinols and it is to be 


rank. 
Aide from these three coll Chicago 
has no medical echool worthy the support ot 
ee or of recognition by the pub-

A two hours’ march 
brought up to Cape Roberts, where I saw 
through my glasses a bamboo stuck on the 
top of the cape. 

„ Leaving the sledges, Priestley and I 
climbed the cape, where we found @ record 
left by the western party the previous year 
before they were picked up, giving their 
movements—also near by I found a depot of 
provisions they had left behind. 

„We gave such a yell the others came up 
the slope It seemed too good to be true al- 
most. One and three-quarters tins of bis- 
cults, a smell bag of raisins, ditto of sugar,

Hear of Relief Attempt. 

" # Zéeut. Campbell and his party left Cape 
Roberts on Oct. 80, and marched to Butter 
Point finding the surfaces much improved. 
They found and took with them the food 
depot at Cape Pernacchi,”’ the report con- 
tinues. “At the Butter Point depot they 
found a note telling of the attempt that Bur- 


geon Atkinson had made to relieve Lieut. 
Campbell. 

„The finding of the note by Dr. Atkinson 
gave rise to much anxiety and doubt. For 
this reason the party thereupon began a 
forced march direct to Cape Evane but efter 
going about nine miles they found the ice 
so new and rotten that they were forced to 
return in their tracks and make the detour 
of McMurdo sound. 

“ Arriving at Hut Point a note was dis- 
covered from Surgeon Atkinson giving the 
news of the loss of the southern party and 
the etart of the search party. The whole of 
Campbell's party. even to Browning, who 
was still unfit, expressed the keenest disap- 
pointment at being too late to take part in 
the search.” 

Commander Evans includes in his report 
the result of geological studies of all three 
branches of the Scott expedition and a de- 
scription of the ascent of Erebus. It ts as 
follows: 

“The general geological work done by the 
three parties, southern, western, and north- 
ern, is likely to prove of great value, espe- 
clally as furnishing evidence relative to a 
formed connection with Australia, Asia, and 
South America through the Antarctic conti- 
nent. 

“The collections and notes marie by the 
several parties on BHearcmore glacier are 
far better than was to be cxpccted under 
the conditions. 

“This is the most southerly outcrop of 
rock on the route selected. 


Finds by Southern Party. 

There was no geologist in the southern 
party. In spite of this, collections were 
made with great judgment. From a height 
of 8,000 feet: fossil plants and coal were 
brought back, being collected from almost 
the same place as was coal discovered by 
Shackleton. 

“ The plant impressions are very well pre- 
served in sandstones and shales and prob- 
ably belong to late palacoyole or early mes- 
sovic times. 

Lower down the glacier a find of fossils 
was made, consisting of corals and primitive 
forms typical of the early palacoyoic period. 
Numerous igneous rocks were also collected. 

“These collections were chiefly made by 
Dr. Wilson and Lieut. Bowers under ad- 
verse conditions. Their notes are necessarily 
not at present available. Until experts have 
had excess to this material it is unwise to 
make definite inferences. 

“In general terms, it may be said that 
there is proof of temperate conditions of 
climate having obtained in the antarctic at 
two periods of time in past ages. 

Discoveries by Western Party. 

“The western party, under GriMith Taylor, 
made two journeys to the mainland of Vic- 
toria Land for purely scientific purposes. 
A 4Getailed geological and topographica) 
survey was made from Mount Discovery to 
Granite Harbor and matertal gathered for 
a thorough description of antarctic physiog- 
raphy. 
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inaccessible and consequently of no economic 
value. Associated with it were foxsii im- 
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plates probably of a fresh water crustacean. 
New Mountains Discovered. 

“New mountains up to 9,000 feet were 
found and surveyed. 

“Mr. Priestley, geologist of the northern 
party, spent the first year making an ex- 
tensive collection of rocks in the wein ne 
of Robertson bay. 

Associated with the Cape Adare volcanic 
series there was found an erratic bearing 
agglomerate, many of the boulders being 
striated by ice action. A somewhat similiar 
deposit also was found among the rocks 
dredged from the Bay of Whales. 

During the second season the party 
made a journey along several glaciers be- 
tween Mount Nansen and Mount Melbourne 
and made valuable collections of igneous and 
sedimentary rocks. 


Similar Fossils Discovered. 

“ Fossils in the shape of large wood stems 
were found and brought back. These again 
are probably referable to Beacon sandstone 
formation and similar in age to the fossils 
found by the other parties. 

The party traveled and surveyed a large 
Piedmont glacier of the barrier type formed 
by the union of several glaciers between 
Mount Nansen and Mount Melbourne, and 
held in place by a group of islands. 

With regard to the fossils found in the 
south it is important to note that Mr. Lillie, 
biologist of the ship, in the last two years 
has made collections in New Zealand of fossil 
plants which may connect with the antarctic 
specimens. 

“In December, 1912, a party of six, under 
Mr. Priestley, made Mount Erebus for geo- 
logical purposes. Good weather prevailed, 
but there were low temperatures, as much as 
30 below zero at the summit. 

“A different route to that of Prof David 
was followed and old craters visited, the alti- 
tude of the lip being 10,000 feet. 

“ Sledges were hauled to a height of 9,500 
feet before packing became necessary. 

A detailéd survey of the whole mountain 
except the sea side was made at a height of 
10,000 feet. “> 

Two of the party were overcome by moun- 
tain sickness and were left behind, while the 
others continued the survey of the old crater. 
The latter reached the summit and built a 
stone cairn as a record. A strong wind pre- 
vented the sypsometer being ueed for alti- 
tude. 

Gran, ascending the final slope after the 
others had ieft, was caught in the fumes ofa 
mild eruption and was partially suffocated, 
but managed to get clear by himeelf. 


Survey of Ross Island. 

“A detailed geological survey of Ross 
island from Capt Armitage to Cape Royds 
has been made and affords evidence of the 
greater age of the volcanic deposits than was 
formerly supposed. 

Observations throughout the year were 
made on the physical condition of ice in all 
its forme by Mr. Wright. He was also re- 
sponsible for all meteorological observations, 
magnet measurement, and the study of at- 
mospheric electricity.

Most Exciting Hours of Life. 
Gen. Woodford often said that probably 
the most exciting hours in his life were those 
between 4 o’clock on the afternoon of Apri! 
21, 1898, when he entered a railway,carriage 
at the station at Madrid and 8 o'clock the 
following morning when his train reached 
the Spanish-French frontier. 

The ultimatum of the United States to 
Spain that order must be restored in Cuba 
or the McKinley administration would forci- 
bly intervene had been received in the Span- 
ish capital and the Spanish government 
had forthwith summarily broken off diplo- 
matic relations with the United States and 
handed Minister Woodford his passports. 

At the station at Madrid was an immense 
crowd, and Gen. Woodford had to be guard- 
ed by police, civic guards, and detectives. 
When the minister took his seat there was a 
genera] rush for the window of the car, and 
frantic cheers of Viva Espana. 


Windows of Train Broken. 

Hostile demonstrations were continuous on 
the tri» from Madrid to the French frontier, 
Gen. Woodford being bound for Paris, where 
he expected to return to the United States. 
The windows of the train were broken by 
stones at Valladolid, and one of the Wood- 
ford party had his face cut by broken glass. 

At Tolosa the police insisted upon remov- 
ing Gen. Woodford’s private secretary from 
the train, on the ground he was a Spanish 
subject. A serious situation was only pre- 
vented by the general's literally standing 
guard over the secretary and explaining that, 
tLough he was a Spaniard by birth, he was 
a naturaNzed British citizen. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 14.—Rear Admiral 
Mortimer L. Johnson, U. S. N., retired, died 
at his home here today. He was born at 
Nahant, Mass., in 1842, and entered the navy 
in 1854, being retired in 1904.

It is bigh time that makers of industrial 
automobiles spent some of their energy in 
promoting a freer application of the tractor 
and toad train. Transportation by such 
means is accomplished with surprising econ- 
omy, and its development undoubtedly will 
be one ef the principal aims of the future. 

There are two distinct practicés in this 
method of haulage. The commonest gives 
rise to the employment of a tractor with few 
or many trailers coupled to it. The rarer 


| practice is the formation: of a road train, 


each trailing unit of which follows accurately 
in the path of the locomotor, and is without 
tendency to skid or cut corners. The whole 
train can be backed with like accuracy. The 
brakes of each unit of the train are under 
control of the driver. Adhesion of the driv- 
ing wheels depends upon the weight of the 
whole train, and not upon the weight of the 
tractor. 

In one design the trailers are equipped with 
six wheels, the central pair being driven by 


the engine of the leading machine. Thus the 


trailers are propelled and not drawn. The 
flexible transmission insures continuous mo- 
ion should @ coupling break. The number 
of units in the train is governed by the 
power of the engine in the tractor. 


Help in Isolated Districts. 

The opportunity for the motor road train 
lies chiefly in remote terrttory, where dis- 
tances are great and railroads do not serve. 
The field of the tractor and trailer is rural 
also, but frequently includes the edges of 
town and city. One of the advantages of 
the motor road train, which, by the way, is 
of true automobile type, is its ability to oper- 
ate over open ground, as well as highways. 
This quality makes it pecullarly applicable 
in regions which as yet are not well devel- 
oped. 

Long ago it was predicted that the bulk of 
rural baulage would be accomplished by the 
motor tractor, and fhat the motor truck 
would be its auxiliary. All the heavy work 
of the farm, plowing the gréun4, hauling the 
drill, anc harvesting machines, and finally 
conveying the produce to maniset or the near- 
est ra’iroad shipping point. can be accom- 
plished. cheaply and expeditiously with a 
motom tractor of forty horse power geared 
tc six miles an hour. 


Long Usred in Europe, 

The long establishment of tractor and 
trailer practice in Europe, Great Britain, 
and its colonies provides a wealth of infor- 
mation on the subject. There are many 
thousands of examples of it in England, 
where commonly it is remarked thet there 
is no form of road transportation which has 
been demonstrated so economical as haulag¢ 
by motor lorry and trailer. The machines 
operate with greatest frequency in inter- 
urban service, market gardeners, fruit grow- 
ere, farmers, and brewers being the stead- 
lest supporters of the traffic. Cooperative 
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daily. A motor and six trailers will haul 
260 tons the same distaance in the same time. 
One team of horses drawing two wagons wil! 
hau! twenty-six tons one mile daily. =

Certainly the laws are open to improve- 
ment in their provisions as to insanity.

Dances Demoralizing. 


HE approval of “all truly democratic. and 

moral citizens” is vouchsafed by the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate of Chi- 
cago, for the decision of President Elect 
Wilson to. dispense with the inaugural 
ball. The church paper takes occasion to com- 
ment on the present day dance, the tendency 
of which it finds decidedly demoralizing, and 
to attack those who resort to the Bible to de- 
fend. the dance. 

“In view of the tendencies of the modern 
dance and in view of the fact that the White 
House itself of late has not been free from 
the intrusion of cheap dances, the decision of 
our president elect will meet with the approval 
of all truly democratic and moral citizens,” says 
the paper. 

The only time some people make use of the 
Bible is when they are compelled to justify a 
questionable action. Saloonists frequently re- 
sort thither in an attempt to justify their ne- 
fariousness. Others, even more obsessed, can 
make ont a fairly good case by biblical quota- 
tions. It is thus that defenders of the modern 
dance refer to the time of Israel in justification 
of their present day, licentious exhibitions.

“It is fact that must commend or condemn a 
practice, and the fact that the dance furnishes 
one of the broadest and most declivitous routes 
to ruin traveled by our young people, is pretty 
generally conceded. And between the common 
dance hall and the gilded stage, where the 
world’s famous dancers give their terpsichorean 
interpretations, there is not sufficient differ- 
ence to consider. 

The present-day tendency of the dance is 
decidedly demoralizing. More than one city to- 
day, conscious of its fearfully destructive ten- 
dency, is striving to lessen the influence of 
public dances by strict regulation. Despite the 
protestations of those who declare they can 
discover a large religious element in the dance. 
the testimony of those who have knowledge of 
the practical effect of the dance on the mor 
of our young people is so overwhelming we are 
justified in concluding it is essentially bad.”

N. W. U. Musical College Bars Tango. 


Dances, such as the “bear,” tango,“ and 
others, were barred at the musical college of 
Northwestern university yesterday by Dean Lut- 
kin. His arraignment of certain popular steps 
which he termed “gyrations” called forth a 
defense from Prof. Charles Lutton, who some- 
times has played at the dances. The dean re- 
ferred only to the informal dances at the audt- 
torium. 

“I have seen nothing objectionable at these 
informal dances,” said Prof. Lutton. The 
musical students are almost alone in under 
standing and appreciating rhythm and their 
dances are nothing more than artistic expres- 
sions and frolicsome pleasure. The average 


‘student or fraternity member outside the musi- 


cal college knows about as much about rhythm 
as a cat does about a symphony.” 

Dean Lutkin merely replied the dances he 
held objectionable were to be eliminated in the 
future.

Economical Recipes. 

Following are two excellent recipes which may 
be of benefit to some homeworker. These are 
economical as well as easy to make, and should 
be good sellers: 

WALNUT SPICE CAKE—One egg, one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons molasses, one-half cup 
butter, one cup sour milk, one teaspoon soda, 
two and a half cups flour, one-half te n 
each cinnamon and cloves and a little nutmeg, 
one cup walnut meats (or one cup raisins if 
desired). 

Cream butter and sugar, add well beaten egg, 
molasses, soda dissolved in sour milk, spices, 
flour, and walnuts. Bake in a moderate oven 
about fifty minutes. 

SNOW JELLY. CAKE—Beat two eg in a 


teacup and fill with rich, sour cream: one tea~- 
cup white sugar, one cup flour, a little soda (not 
quite half a teaspoon unless cream is very sour). 
Bake in four round tins and brown as little as 
possible. Have a jelly prepared by soaking 
four tablespoons of tapioca in warm water until 
transparent, then add more water and place 
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- Sells Boston Brown Bread. 
During the fall and winter months a woman 
in a small town earns a good amount making 
Boston brown bread. She uses this recipe: 


Two cups graham flour, two cups corn meal. 


one-half cup sugar or molasses, two cups or 
little more sour milk, two teaspoons soda, one 
teaspoon salt. Put into three greased and 
floured cans and steam two and one-half hours 
and dry off in slow oven one-half hour. 

If wanted dark colored, she used gingerbread 
sugar dissolved in water. She charges 10 cents 
a loaf, or three loaves for 25 cents. 

She also bakes beans, each family having its 
own pot. The profit on her bread is from 20 
to 25 cents, according to amount made and price 
of milk and meal. Having no children, she does 
not deliver, but more may be sold when it can 
be delivered.

For Children Traveling. 
A rancher’s wife living near a junction point 
where trains usually had to wait a little while, 
and who. made no small amount of pin money 
by sending her boys through the cars with fresh 
doughnuts, cookies, sandwiches, etc., added to 
her wares surprise packages, as she called them.

Sometimes, instead of placing the articles in 
a box, a few envelopes were tied together, each 
to be opened at certain points along the road, 
and containing a funny joke, or child's story cut 
from some publication, a bright colored card, 
or some pressed flowers, with names and habits 
written plainly om the mount. In fact, every- 
thing was given as much personal interest as 
possible by description, dates, etc., when re- 
lating to native finds.

Makes Sunbonnets. 


A woman makes sunbonnets and sells them. 
One yard at calico at 5 or 6 cents a yard will 
make one bonnet complete with ties and a neat 
ruffle. The lining which makes the bonnet hold 
the starch is made from a piece of flour sack 
or from any scrap of material of such natutfe. 
She used the ordinary pattern and put a narrow 
ruffie around the edge of the front. 

She started to take orders, going from house 
to house, showing samples and allowed each 
customer any color they preferred, with or with- 
out ruffle, and to make any change they wished. 
If better material was asked for the price of 
the bonnet would be higher. 

Then she laundered and delivered them. They 
were sold for 25 cents each. The cost of ree 
material was less than 10 cents and at least 15 
cents was realized on each sale.

And 
as for the vital democracy, to which class be- 
longs the uplift of tLe physical well being, more 
parks and sunshine, care of the feeble minded, 
and the study of eugenics, it is well, but not 
adequate, The saints, the poeta, the philoso- 
phers, the prophets, the martyrs cannot be 
weighed upon scales and measured in the pro- 
portions of Apollo. Great ideas and 
great passions have meant more than @ great 
physique.” What democracy, then, will work? 
“Tt all comes to this: The world so far as 
we now can see it will never have a democracy 
worth having upon any other terms than those 
of Jesus. He teaches that the outward 
kingdom of God can be no fairer and no surer 
than the kingdom created in the social mind, 
the social consciousness, and the social will.”

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TROJAN IN WARM RETORT 


Cub Leader and Band of Players 
Start for Florida Training 
Camp Tonight. 


BY SAM WELLER. 

Just when everything ls all set” for the 
getaway of the Cubs for their training camp 
in Florida tonight that old infield combina- 
tion—Tinker, Evers, and Chance—which was 
the pride of Chicago and the wonder of the 
major leagues for eight or nine years, is en- 

gaging in one more spat before parting com- 
pany for all time. J. Evers will lead his band 
of ball tossers southward as scheduled, but 
the spatting session probably will continue 
for an indefinite period. 

The row broke out in New York atthe meet- 
ings of the two big leagues when Chance was 
quoted in the newspapers as declaring that 
Tinker would make a better manager than 
Evers and that he hoped Cincinnat! would 
beat out the Cubs. It was resumed yester- 
day when Evers kicked over the traces for 
the first time and answered Chance in sharp 
words because of the P. L.“s reported re- 
bukes. He also accused Joe Tinker of tam- 
pering with Cub players in defiance of base- 
ball law, claiming that Joe met Larry Cheney, 
the Cub holdout pitcher, in Kansas City and 
talked to him about joining the Cincinnati 
taam. which Tinker is to handle this year. 


Tinker Makes Reply. 

Last night Tinker came out with a reply, 
éeciaring Cheney carried a letter from Pres- 
ident Murphy giving him permission to nego- 
tlate with any other club if he thought any 
club would pay as much money ashe was de- 
manding. Joe also said Evers must bedumb 
it he doesn't know why Chance is angered. 

All this makes a disagreeable ending for 
the great Cub combination which drew ap- 
plause from the fans for so many yeare. 
There was many a spat on the ball feld and 
in the clubhouse among these same three 
men, especially between Evers and Tinker, 
but it mever interfered in the least with 
‘reir work on the ball fleld. 

‘I don’t understand Chance.“ said Evers 
yesterday in opening the subject. Several 
®'atements have been attributed to him. and I 
feel that I must clear myself He seemed to 
change toward me when I signed as manager of 
the Cubs. Chance has nothing on me. If he has 
anything, he is at liberty to tell it. We worked 
together for ten years and always were friends 
until I got the job of manager here. 


Evers Tells a Few Things. 

Last Spring he talked to mea long time after 
he had decided he could not play ball. He didn’t 
know whether Murphy wanted to keep him to 
manage from the bench .and he told me I was the 
logical man to get the job. That doesn't coincide 
with what he said in New York when he declared 
Tinker was the better. He also said Tinker al- 
waye was the better player of us two. Well, that’s 
for the public to decide I tried to be friendly 
with Chance since last fall. In New York I had 
an appointment to take lunch with him. and on 
that day the papers came out quoting him as 
saying all these things against me. Of course, T 
eouldn’t keep the engagenent after that. 

“As to Tinker, be has been violating hasehal! 
lew and hurting the Cubs by it He met Larry 
Cheney in Kansas City recently and talked to him 
about going to Cincinnat He has talked to 
Needham and Heckinger in a way that he has 
no right. I have kept still all the time because 
I didn’t want to get into a fuss with any one. 
but I fee] I must say something to clear myself 

Just what caused the break between Chance 
and Evers never hae been found out, but it came 
suddenly about one day after Johnny had signed 
to succeed Chance At that time, the P L. made 
the remark to one of his friends while talking 
about Evers thet he had just learned something 
that day from one of the Cub plavers that he hadn't 
known before, and it was supposed he meant he 
hed learred somethimg about Evers

Villagers Are Witnesses. 

Testimony was given by William and 
Frank Harnew that the defendants all were 
‘ntoxicated and attempted to dance with 
the Oak Lawn women and girls, and were 
routed and beaten by the villagers. Both 
told practically the same story they did 
before the civil service trial board on Thurs- 
day, when Klein and Erickson were dis- 
charged from the police force.

LAW STUDENTS ARE “STUNG” 
BY DEAN’S CATCH QUESTION. 


Outlines of Reading Course Said to Have 
Been Sold for $1 Each Result in Fail- 
ure by Half of Class. 

A little enterprise at the Northwestern Law 
school is about to go to the wall.
